IN RECEIVERSHIP 


President of Rockefeller- 
Controlled Plant Put in 
Charge by Court After In- 
terest Default. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

DE R, Aug. 1—The Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Co., long known as 
a Rockefeller controlled organiza- 
tion, was placéd in receivership in 
Federal District Court here today. 
The petition was filed by a bond- 
holders’ committee following de- 
fault yesterday of interest on more 
than $32,000,000 in bonds. 

Arthur Roeder, president of the 

company, was named receiver by 
the Court. 
“The business of the company 
will be carried on as usual, under 
direction of the court,” Roeder 
said. 

The interest defaulted amounted 
to $800,000. 

The corporation consented to the 
equity receivership. 

A formal statement issued ‘by 
company said: 

“Directors of the C. F. & I have 
decided not t o p ay t he semi-an- 
nual interest o f $804,475 due Aug. 
1, on i ts $32,179,000 of outstanding 
bonds, of w hich $ 27,636,000 mature 
Aug. 1, 1 934. 

“Payment, in the board’s opinion, 
would deplete w orking capital’ to 
a point w here the c ontinuance of 
the c ompany a s a going concern 
would b e s eriously jeopardized. 
During the last t wo and a half 
years the working capital has been 
reduced m ore than 50 p er cent 
largely as a result of deficits from 
operations, which in the first six 
months of 1933 were $1,554,460. 
“Under normal conditions 65 to 
70 per cent of the total steel busi- 
ness of the company is derived 
from the manufacture of steel rails 
and accessories. While the com- 
pany has experienced some increase 
in demand for its miscellaneous 
steel products recently, it has 
shared only to a relatively small ex- 
tent in the upturn in the steel in- 
dustry generally.” 

The Colorado Fuel &.Iron Co. is 
one of the leading steel producers 
west of the Mississippi. It is the 
third largest producer of rails and 
accessories in the country.

CEMETERY RESISTS WIDOW’S 
PLEA TO SELL LOT AT PROFIT 


Needy Woman Seeks to Dispose of 
Husband’s Burial Plot, Buy 
Less Expensive One.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Mrs. Sarah 
Johnson, 79 years old, seeks in a 
court action to sell the cemetery lot 
in which her husband is buried. 
The Greenwood Cemetery Associa- 
tion opposes her. It pleads that to 
grant her request would be to vio- 
late a sacred tradition. 

Amail E. Johnson died in 1929 
and was buried in a plot for which 
his widow, Sarah, paid $550. It is 
worth nearly double that now. 
“Here,” her attorney stated in an 
affidavit to Justice Strong of the 
Supreme Court yesterday, “we have 
an aged lady, practically destitute, 
desiring to realize what she paid for 
the cemetery lot and purchase a less 
expensive one.” “To grant this re-. 
quest,” responded the cemetery as- 
sociation, “would be to precipitate 
a flood of similar requests. It 
strikes a sacred tradition.” 

Justice Strong has reserved his 
decision.

Summary of Food Code. 

The food dealers, by Johnson’s or- 
der, will have a 48-hour work week, 
the rest 40. The grocery clerks will 
have an eight-hour day except the 
day just before holidays, and an 
additional 12 days each six months 
when they may work 10 hours. 

The scale of minimum wages for 
food dealers is $15 in cities over 
500,000; $14.50 between 250,000 and 
500,000; $14 between 2500 and 250,- 
000. The non-food retailers had a 
minimum scale a dollar lower with 
a further $1 reduction for the 15 
Southern states and the District of 
Columbia. The same regional re- 
duction applies to the food dealers. 

Besides the wage terms, the two 
codes call for maintenance of a 
minimym of 52 hours’ operation un- 
less recent practice was lower, and 
they bar all child labor except 
those over 14 for three hours be- 
tween 7 a. m. and 7 p. m. 

The foodstuffs code applies to 
members of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Grocers, National 
American Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, National Retailer-Owned 
Wholesale Grocers, National Gro- 
cery Chain Store Association and 
food chain store distributers. 


Provisions of Retail Code. 

The retailers’ code provides: 

A 40-hour week, expanded to 48 
for. inventories, pre-holidays or 
other peaks if the 48-hour service 
is not demanded more than three 
weeks out of each six months. 

A 48hour week, or longer, for 
professional, maintenance, delivery 
and outside salesmen employes, or 
executives making more than $35 a 
week, if these are paid time and a 
third for all over 48 hours. 

Weekly minimum wages of $14 in 
cities over 500,000 population, $13.50 
in cities of 100,000 to 500,000 and $13 
in others down to 2500. ($1 a week 
less in Virginia, West Virginia, 
North Carolina,’ South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Kentucky, Mary- 
land, District of Columbia, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, Oklahoma and Texas 
because of lower living costs). 

A 20 per cent increase for all in 
communities of less than 2500 if 
this does not establish a minimum 
higher than $11. 

This code applies to members af- 
filiated with the following: The Na- 
tional Retail Furniture Association, 


: National Retail Hardware Associa- 


tion, Mail Order Association of 
America, National Association of 
Retail Clothiers and Furnishers, 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion and National Shoe Retailers’ 
Association. 

Agreements Temporary. 

The two agreements for retail- 
ers and food dealers will be in 
force. only temporarily, pending 
hearings at which their terms may 
be revised before becoming perma- 
nent. But those who subscribe to 
them now may obtain the blue 
eagle poster of N. R. A. just like 
those who comply with the volun-| 
tary presidential agreement.

With Sheriff Fitzger- 
ald away from Edwardsville, the 
State’s Attorney went to see the 
prisoner. 

“Those two packages that were 
missing from Voss’ mail pouch are 
in Frank Stroak’s trunk out on the 
farm,” Petroff said. The State's 
Attorney attempted to get more in- 
formation but Petroff would say 
nothing else. Deputies were sent 
to the farm for Stroak, 57-year-old 
farmhand, who lives in a shed on 
the place, and for the girls, who 
previously had been questioned. 

The deputies did not search for 
the trunk or the packages but re- 
turned to Edwardsville with their 
prisoners. Stroak’ speaks only 
Russian but through an i in- 
terpreter, he denied knowledge of 
the packages or of the slaying. 


Confession. Comes Suddenly. 

Although Stella Christoff had 
said last week, “I don’t see how 
anybody could do such a terrible 
thing as kill Voss,” and had told 
deputies she hoped the slayer would 
be caught, whoever he was, the 
State’s Attorney decided to ques- 
tion her again. She stubbornly de- 
nied knowing anything about the 
packages but quite unexpectedly 
said, “Yes, I did shoot Voss. And 
I'll tell you all about it. 

“Sophie and I had gone out that 
morning to hunt squirrels. I kad 
a shotgun and she had that old 
rifle: We were going through the 
grove near Silver Creek, on a neigh- 
bor’s place, when Voss drove by 
on the road.

Karl C. Schuyler of Colorado 
Gave Assumed Name After 
Auto Accident.

NEW YORK, Aug. 1—Concern 
for his friends led Karl Cortland 
Schuyler, former United States 
Senator from Colorado, to give po- 
lice an assumed name when he was 
fatally injured by an automobile 11 
days ago. The 56-year-old lawyer 
and business man, a leading figure 
in Denver for years, died last night 
at Lenox Hill Hospital. When he 
was struck in Central Park last 
July 17, he told police his name was 
“James Evans,” and police so re- 
ported the accident. 

At the hospital, however, he was 
admitted under his right name and 
he later explained to an associate 
in Denver by telephone that he did 
not consider his injuries serious 
and did not want his friends to be 
unduly alarmed. The police report 
was not corrected until after his 
death. 

Mrs. Schuyler, the former Alsena 
Shepard of Colorado Springs, hur- 
ried to New York and with a son, 
Karl C. Schuyler Jr. was present 
when he died. They planned to take 
the body to Denver. 

Schuyler was registered at the 
St. Regis Hotel. 

The former Senator was uncon- 
scious for 24 hours before he died 
and for the last 12 hours was under 
an oxygen tent. 

He was president of the Kinney- 
Coastal Oil Co., and a director of 
the Denver National Bank. He 
was a Republican. 

Schuyler was a United States 
Senator only 90 days. He was elect- 
ed last fall to fill the unexpired 
term of the late Senator Charles W. 
Waterman, but was defeated for 
the long term by Alva B. Adams.

Headed “A Prayer,” the compo- 
sition found on the table beside the 
dead man read: . 

“From one who stood at fortune’s 
hand, 

With all that fortune might com- 
mand, 

And never thought of woe; 
Who now stands stripped and 

naked there, 
Where fortune cast him without 


care, . 
And halts to make a simple prayer, 
Before his time to go 
Upon the lonesome road beyond;

The action, taken by the directors 
at a meeting yesterday, set yester- 
day’s closing as‘the level below 
which prices may-not go until at 
least Aug. 15, and was followed by 
similar orders in Kansas City, St. 


TLouis and Minneapolis. 


However, upward fluctuations 
will be permitted within the limits 
prescribed recently of 5 cents for 
wheat, barley and rye, 4 cents for 
corn and 3 cents for oats per day. 
While the announcement of the 
board did not say so, it was report- 
ed that the move was taken after 
conversations with officials at 
Washington. 
For three days previous to the 
decision to stop the slipping of 
grain futures, prices had fiuctuated 
downward within the limits estab- 
lished after the recent suspension 
of futures trading. 
As an example of how the mini- 
mum price order will work, Sep- 
tember wheat -will not be quoted 
below 92% on the Chicago board 
from today through trading on Aug. 
15. That was its final quotation 
yesterday. 
The order also affects trading in 
future provisions. The board’s an- 
nouncement said that if any change 
were contemplated after the expi- 
ration date three days’ notice would 
be given.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.-—The 
Public Works Administration al: 
lotted nearly $100,000,000 today to 
carry forward - three of the out- 
standing public works projects in 
the United States, the largest being 
$63,000,000 for the Grand Coulee 
Dam project for power and irriga- 
tion on the Columbia River, ap- 
proved last week by President 
Roosevelt. 

For the Casper-Alcova reclama-' 
tion project $22,700,000 was. allotted 
and an immediate allotment of $11, 
500,000 was made for the nine-foot 
channel on the Upper Mississippi 
River. 

The allocation for the nine-foot 
channel on the upper Mississippi, 
Secretary Ickes said, is primarily to 
carry on until Aug. 1, 1934, work 
which has already been started. He 
added that the Public Works Ad- 
ministration in general was taking 
the army engineers’ figure of $124,- 
000,000 as the amount necessary to 
complete it. 

It has also been estimated that 
the project could be completed for 
$116,000,000, including the $11,500, 
000 allocated today. 

Today’s allocations brought well 
over the one billion dollar mark the 
funds approved for expenditure 
from the $3,300,000,000 public works 
fund. 

The Grand Coulee dam project, 
Ickes d, is on the 30 per cent 
grant basis with 70 per cent repay- 
able, and\$4,000,000 is to be spent 
between now and Jan. 1 in the con- 
struction of a branch railroad and 
a highway and on surveys. Ickes 
estimated 1500 men would be on the 
job all winter at the site of the 

ami. 

Meanwhile, Lewis W. Douglas, di- 
rector of the budget, said he would 
permit the necessary, regularly ap- 
propriated funds to be allotted from 
the Treasury to carry on flood con- 
trol work on the Mississippi. 

The regular appropriation of $21,- 
000,000 had been held pending a de- 
cision on allotment from the public 
works fund for this work. Ickes 
informed Douglas it was the ad- 
ministration’s desire that the regu- 
lar funds be expended. 

Meanwhile, the army engineers 
have been running behind in pay- 
ments for flood control contracts 
and these will now be brought up to 
date. 

Other allotments approved today 
included $15,982,745 for construction

INDEPENDENT BAKERIES 


12-Ounce Loaf Now Sells for 
6 Cents Instead of 5— 
Chains Acted First. 


The retail price of bread was 
increased from 15 to 20 per cent 
yesterday by the larger independ- 
ent bakeries in St..Louis. Twelve- 
ounce loaves, which sold for 5 
cents; now cost 6 cents. No change 
was made in the price of the 10- 
cent loaf, but the weight was re- 
duced from about 23 ounces to 
about 20 ounces. 

The increase, attributed to the 
rising cost of bread ingredients, 
follows one of about the same pro- 
portions announced three weeks 
ago by two grocery chains and a 
large West End grocery. It amounts 
to 1 1-3 cents a pound. 

The Department of Agriculture 
recently announced that an in- 
crease of between 14% and 1% cents 
a pound would be justified because 
of the processing tax now paid on 
wheat and the higher cost of other 
materials. St. Louis bakers said 
they were among the last in the 
country to increase the price of 
bread. 

Flour, which sold in June for 
between $5.15 and $5.50 for a bar- 
rel] of 196 pounds, is now quoted 
between $6.90 and $7.15. The pro- 
cessing tax of 30 cents a bushel on 
wheat, which became effective 
early in July, amounts to $1.38 on 
a barrel of flour and the higher 
grain market accounts for the rest 
of the rise. 

Other ingredients, such as ‘sugar, 
malt, and milk, also have risen in 
price, bakers said. The Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics computed 
the cost of the ingredients of a one 
pound loaf of bread on July 8, the 
day before the processing tax went 
into effect, as 2.79 cents, compared 
with 1.84 cents in February.

Pleas (Grumpy) 
Moore, 68 years old, with tear gas 
for more than a half hour today 
after he had killed a policeman, he 
sat quietly in the police patrol in 
the street below. 

Prior to the onrush of officers to

tered door of his third floor room 
and with a single shot had mortal- 
ly wounded Policeman Ernest Pur- 
gatory, 26. 

With two other officers, Purga- 
tory had been sent to the hotel to 
arrest Moore on the complaint of 
the management that he had 14 
year-old Lilian Howard, daughter 
of A. S. Howard, Christopher, Il. 
a guest, in his room. 

When they failed to gain admit- 
tance by knoeking, the patrolmen 
turned to battering the door down 
and had it off its hinges when 
Moore fired and shot Purgatory. 

It was the only shot fired, . for 
what happened afterward was con- 
fusion and it was not until police 
had charged into the room in a 
flying wedge formation and found 
it empty that someone suggested 
that perhaps the lone prisoner in 
the patrol wagon might be Moore. 

As the story finally came out, it 
developed that Moore, following the 
shooting, slid down a wire just out- 
side his room to the second floor, 
where, still armed’ with his army 
rifle, he encountered a policeman 
and attempted to pose as a mem- 
ber of the band hunting himself. 

But the officer, not recognizing 
him, captured him single-handed 
and led him to the patrol wagon 
for questioning later as a material] 
witness, and joined his companions 
while they poured tear gas into the 
vacant room, and thousands of per- 
sons gathered outside. 

With Moore in custody today was 
the Howard girl, who denied to 
State’s Attorney Alfred Greening 
that she had been in the room.

HE code that becomes effeo- 

tive today in grocery and 
food stores throughout the coun 
try carries ‘the language of the 
president’s agreement except for 
the following changes: 
- ARTICLE 1, 

The term “food and grocery dis- 
tributers” as used in this code shall 
mean and apply to and include any 
person, firm, corporation, partner- 
hip, association and any others 
wholly or partially performing the 
functions of wholesale and (or) re- 
tall distribution (except the farmer 
as a producer, nor shall it be appli- 
cable to strictly manufacturing op- 
erations) engaged in the business of 
assembling, distributing and selling 
raw and (or) prepared foods, and 
merchandise entering into or used 
in connection with or in the keep- 
ing, processing or preparation of 
the same for use or consumption; 
and such other merchandise as is 
by custom classified and commonly 
referred to as part of a grocer’s 
stock, — . 

ARTICLE Iii. 

Section 1, All employes of food 
and grocery distributers shall have 
the right to organize and bargain 
collectively through representatives 
of their own choosing, and shall be 
free from interference, restraint or 
coercion of employers of labor, of 
their agents in the designation of 
such representatives, or in self- 
organization, or in other concerted 
activities for the purpose of collec- 
tive bargaining, or other mutual aid 
or protection. 


Sec. 2. No employes and no one 
seeking employment in the food and 
grocery distributing trade shall be 
required as a condition of employ- 
ment to join any company union or 
.to refrain from joining a labor or- 
ganization of his own choosing. 

Sec. 3. All members of ‘the food 
and grocery distributing trade shal] 
comply with the maximum hours 
of labor and the minimum rates of 
pay herein set forth. 


ARTICLE Iv. 


Section 1. The maximum hours 
of labor shall be 48 hours per week 
and no one shall be employed more 
than eight hours in any 24-hour 
period, excepting on the day pre 
ceding a legal holiday and on an 
additional 12 days (when the maxi- 
mum hours in any one day shall 
not exceed 10 hours) in any six 
months’, period. 

Section 2. The minimum hours 
of any store or service operation 
shall be 52 hours per week, provid- 
ing, however, that where store or 
service operations were less than 
52 hours per week before July 1, 
1933, this minimum requirement 
shall not apply nor shall such hours 
be reduced. 

Section 3. The maximum hours 
fixed in the foregoing paragraphs 
shall not apply to employes in es- 
tablishments employing not more 
than two persons in towns of less 
than 2500 population, which towns 
are not a part of a larger trade 
area, nor to employes in manage- 
rial or executive capacity who now 
receive more than $35 per week, 
nor to outside salesmen or delivery- 
men, nor to employes on emergency 
maintenance and repair work, nor 
to very special cases where restric- 
tions of hours would unavoidably 
reduce production but, in any such 
special case, at least time and one- 
third shal] be paid for hours worked 
in excess of the maximum. 


Minimum Wage Rules. 


Section 4 The minimum wage 
for all classes of employes shall be 
as follows: 

Not less than 

(A) $15 per week in any city of 
over 500,000 population, or in the 
immediate trade area thereof. 

Nor less than 

(B) $14.50 per week in any city 
between 250,000 and 600,000 popu- 
lation, or in the immediate trade 
area thereof. 

Nor less than 

(c) $14 per week in any city of 
between 2500 and 250,000 popula- 
tion, or in the immediate trade area 
thereof. 

(4) Employes with less than six 
(6) months’ experience in this 
trade may be paid $1 per week less 
than wages hereinbefore pre 
scribed. 


Lower Rate in South. 


(e) The minimum wages which 
shall be paid by employers in this 
trade to any employes shall be at 
the rate of $1 per week less in the 
Southern section of the tfade than 
the rates specified in paragraphs 
“a.” “B” and “C” and “D” here- 
above. 

The South is defined as the fol- 
lowing states: Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi, kansas, 
Louisiana, Oklahoma, T Mary- 
land and District of Columbia. 

(f) In towns of less than 2500 
population all wages shall be in- 
creased by not less than 20 per cent 
provided that this shall not require 
wages in excess of $12 per week. 

(g) Population for the purpose 
of this code shall be determined by 
reference tothe 1930 Federal cen- 


sus. 

(h) Not to reduce the compensa- 
tion for employment now in excess 
minimum wages hereby 
agreed to (notwithstanding that the 
hours worked in such employment 
may be hereby reduced) and to fn- 
crease the pay for such employ- 
ment by an equitable adjustment 
of all pay schedules. 

ARTICLE V. ‘ 

This agreement in all 
subject to (1) the provisions of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
and (2) the executive order dates 
June 26, 1933, by which the Presi- 
dent delegated to the Secretary of 
Agriculture certain of his powers 
and functions under the National 
Industrial Recovery Act.

TAXICAB RATES RISE _

With the liability insurance law 
becoming effective tomorrow, an 
advance in taxicab rates was an- 
nounced by American Taxicabs 
Inc., operating Yellow cabs.

The body of Emanuel M. Gross- 
man, lawyer and leader in philan- 
thropic work and social legislation, 
was cremated today at Missouri 
Crematory, 21 hours after his 
death in Barnes Hospital. In com- 
pliance with Mr. Grossman’s re- 
quest, funeral ceremonies were 
omitted. 


Mr. Grossman's death followed an|" 


intestinal operation, performed last 
Wednesday. He went to the hos- 
pital last Tuesday, having been at 
his office in the Telephone Building 
the day before. He was 59 years 
old, and is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Althea Somerville Grossman, 
his co-worker in cfvic and social 
endeavor; their twin daughters, 
Misses Althea and Mary Grossman, 
graduates of Radcliffe College in 
this year’s class; his mother, Mrs. 
Regina Grossman of Cleveland; two 
brothers and two sisters. 

Mr. Grossman had practiced law 
in St. Louis since leaving Harvard 
Law School|in 1897. He was born 
in Vienna, Austria, but was brought 
to the United States as a child, and 
was educated in the public schools 
of Cleveland before entering Har- 
vard, where he took his A. B. de- 
gree in 1896: ; 

Once Active in Politics. 

As a young lawyer, he was active 
in politics, and Mayor Rolla Wells

A petition asking that the Gov- 
ernment be restrained from prose- 
cuting them for violating the code 


was presented to Federal Judge 
James H. Wilkerson. 

The Judge continued the case 
until Monday, with the understand- 
ing that independents would not be 
prosecuted pending a full hearing, 
for continuing to sell milk -t cash- 
and-carry for 6% cents a quart. 

Judge Wilkerson indicated he 
would not issue a restraining order 
unti] representatives of Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace and of the 
District Attorney's office had oppor- 
tunity to study the bill of com- 
plaint. 

He indicated that unless Wallace 
submitted himself to the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, the litigation 
would have to be instituted in 
Washington. 

Declaring the provisions of the 
code “most odious,” attorneys for 
the independents said the regula- 
tions made it an offense to sell 
cash-and-carry milk any cheaper 
than if the product were delivered. 

The milk code, which sets $1.75 
a hundred pounds as the price to 
be paid farmers, provides for licens- 
ing dealers and revoking the li- 
censes in event of violation of the 
price stipulation or other regula- 
tions. 


ADMITS KANSAS CITY KILLING 


Before 35 employes of the Enter- 


prise Cleaning Co. went on strike 
last Tuesday they were earning 
only 56 per cent of what they made 
last year, with earnings as low as 
about $6 a week, according to Jo- 
seph M. Quinn, secretary of the 
Cleaners’, Dyers’ and Pressers’ Un- 
ion, Local No. 17920. 

Quinn said the styikers, who 
walked out when they said three 
of their number were discharged 
for joining the union, had been 
working 54 to 66 hours a week. The 


| decline in earnings, he said, result- 


ed from inauguration by the com- 
pany nine months ago of a plan 
whereby employes received 40 per 
cént of the company’s gross busi- 
ness, based on their former sala- 
ries. 

Only in the first six weeks un- 
der the new plan, Quinn said, did 
the strikers earn their former sal- 
aries, ranging from $12.50 to $27 a 
week. For the first three weeks, 
he said, gross earnings , exceeded 
the 40 per cent so that fot the next 
three weeks the former salaries 
were equaled through the excess 
placed in a reserve fund. 

$7.30 a Week for Women. 

During the weex preceding the 
strike, Quinn said, men formerly 
earning $27 a week, received $15.21, 
while women formerly earning 
$13.50, were paid $7.30. 

William Mitchell, president of the 
company, said the lower earnings, 
which had rarely declined to 55 per 
cent, were due entirely to a decline 
in business. He said the employes 
had been working on the basis of a 
48-hour week, but that they seldom 
worked that lang because of lack 
of business. The former salaries, he 
said, ranged from $12 to $40 a

City Judge Bordets of East 
St. Louis Refuses to Dis- 
sdlve Injunction Protect- 
ing Cahokia Course.

Although City Judge Borders in 
East St. Louis refused today to dis- 
solve his injunction permitting the 
reopening of the former Mississippi 
Valley Kennel Club dog track at 
Cahokia, Sheriff Jerome Maunie, 
who is named in the injunction with 
State’s Attorney Zerweck, an- 
nounced he would station deputies 
at the track tonight to be sure that 


| it did not reopen. 


The promoters, which include the 
Mid-West Kennel Club, Illinois-Mis- 
souri Greyhound Breeders’ Associa- 
tion and the Cahokia Amusement 
Co., present Owner of the track, 
have set the opening for Thursday 
night, although admitting that a 
delay in obtaining enough grey- 
hounds might further postpone the 
date, 

“Judge Borders’ ruling will not 
change my decision to keep the dog 
track from running,” the Sheriff 
said. “I understand they do not 
plan to run tonight (as originally 
announced) but, regardless, I will 
be at the track with 17 deputiés 
at my command. 

Expects Contempt Citation. 

“I expect to be cited for contempt 
by Judge Borders but sv¥th a cita- 
tion will not mean anything to me. 
I will keep raiding the dog track 
as long as its operators have any 
ideas about running.” 


In dismissing today a motion 
which the State’s Attorney had 
filed to dissolve the injunction, 
Judge Borders ruled that the go- 


betting, under which the promoters 
plan to aperate, is not in violation 
of Illinois laws. 

He also ruled that his Court had 
jurisdiction in the case, regardless 
of the fact that the track is outside 
the city limits because he had juris- 
diction over the individuals in- 
volved. Court decisions to that ef- 
fect were quoted by counsel for the 
promoters. 

“According to the newspapers, it 
makes no difference what I rule,” 
Judge Borders said, in upholding 
the injunction, “as Gov. Horner, 
Attorney-General Kerner and Sher- 
iff Munie have decided my injunc- 
tion is no good.” 

Standing on Own Feet. 

Entering into a brief explanation 
of the three branches of govern- 
ment, Judge Borders said that “the 
Attorney-General should attend to 
matters of the State. I don’t know 
why local officials can’t stand on 
their own feet instead of running to 
Springfield for opinions from him. 

“St. Clair County can get along 
without further meddling from the 
Attorney-General.” He made some 
reference to the tax graft investiga- 
tion in St. Clair County and charged 
that it has been “hushed up” after 
a representative of the Attorney- 
General had been sent to St. Clair 
County. 

“Most of the money for the track 
will come from St. Louis,” the Judge 
said. “It will give employment to 
some 200 persons in East St. Louis. 
This is a iiberal age and we résent 
a handful of holier-than-thous dic- 
tating our morals. The running of 
the dog track will hurt no one. It 
will be run legally.” 

A courtroom crowd of about 200 
persons, which included greyhound 
owners and prospective employes 
at the track, burst into cheers as 
he announced his decision. 


LINDBERGHS FLY FOR 5 HOURS 
OVER GREENLAND ICE FIELDS 


Survey of Inland Country Reported 
in Message From Base Ship 
to New York. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1—Col. and 
Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh yester- 
day completed a re Tye 5 flight 
over the inland ice fields of Green- 
land, a message received from their 
base ship reported. 

The message, from the 8, 8. Jell- 
ing off Godhaven, was addressed to 
Pan-American Airways, for which 
the Lindberghs are making an aerial 
survey of Greenland. 

For the last three days, the dis- 
patch said, the Lindberghs have 
been flying up and down the west 
coast, from Godthaab to Holsten- 
borg and points farther north. Their 
observations have been restricted 
somewhat by fog along the coast, 
but on their flight over the inland 
ice fields they reperted finding 
clear weather. 

Lindbergh said he planned to. 
make one more flight to the north 
of Godthaab if the weather cleared 
sufficiently. If not, he expects to 
go south to Julianehaab, at the 
lower end of Greenland.

ine. Rains like that occur when 


moisture piles up until it actually 
bursts.through a cloud. The proc- 
ess resulted in 3.72 inches of rain- 
fali in downtown St. Louis, of 
which 3.47 inches fell in one hour. 

Rain, lightning and thunder were 
the symptoms of that process, Nunn 
said, discarding the common order, 
thunder and lightning, with the 
wintry exactitude of one dealing 
miuch in figures—mostly torrid fig- 
ures last month. Rain caused the 
lightning, and lightning caused the 
thunder. 

_A shower occurred after ascend- 
ing air currents carried moisture 
to altitudes where it cooled and 
condensed into raindrops, he ex- 
plained. The largest raindrop— 
mever more than % inch in diam- 

~ etér—never fell faster than 24 feet 
a second. 

Ascending currents at that rate 
might hold raindrops suspended 
high above the earth. 


The Typical Thundershower. 

Faster currents would, and fre- 

» quently did, carry the raindrops 

upward to accumulate in a black 
thunder head. Soon or late, the 
currents slowed down, or the ac- 
cumulation of suspended water 
weighed them down. The _ result, 
ordinarily, was a typical thunder- 
showér. But in extreme Cases, 
When the ascending currents were 
intense and prolonged, the result 
Was just such a*‘cloudburst as 
floated wooden paving blocks and 
flooded basements in. Central and 
South St. Louis. 

While the thunder head was 
forming, raindrops would tend to 
grow; and, as they passed the \- 
inch maximum, would break up 
again. Each drop, breaking, took 
on a positive electric charge and 
delegated the negativé charge to 
the surrounding air. The air swept 
on with its charge,-sometimes for 
miles. As the charges piled up, 
negative and positive got together 
again in a lightning-flash. 

In its passage through this nat- 
ural spark gap, the lightning heat- 

'* ed the air incandescent, so that it 
expanded explosively. That was 
_thunder.. And it had a rumbling 
sound because one heard it first 
from the nearest end of a flash 
often several miles long. - 

Horizontal wind movement, ac- 
celerating the breaking up of rain- 
drops, would contribute to the 
thunder-making process. Little wind 
eccompanied the cloudburst ‘of 
July 23, and this, remarked Dr. 
Nunn, might be an explanation of 
the fact that there was little light- 
ning and thunder. 

A Dogged Dry Spell. 

The other nearest weather trick 
of the month, said Dr. Nunn, 
showed how doggedly a.dry spell 
— * against indications 
which, in a normal period, would 
mean a certain downpour. The sky 
Was overcast from sunrise to sun- 
set one day in the week before the 
cloudburst. It had a particularly 
threatening aspect, yet not a drop 
of rain fell. ‘ 
~ Technically, Dr. Nunn explained, 
the ascending currents that day 
were weak. They did not lift} 
enough moisture, or raise it high 
enough, to produce rain. The sky 
looked especially lowering because 
the suspended cloud vapor actual- 
ly was low. Before it reached the 
condensing stage it was dissipated 
literally “into thin air.” 

Another thing the cloudburst il- 
lustrated was the generally spotted 
rainfall this summer throughout 
the State. At Lambert-St. Louis 
Field the rainfall was only .18 inch, 
at Valley Park, .22 inch—“And at 
my home, between Webster Groves 
and Kirkwood,” said the forecaster, 
“I'll bet it wasn’t more than .02 
inch.” 

“I've ‘been trying to make some 
flowers grow out there,” he added, 
ruefully. “I haven't got my water 
bill yet.” 

Crops were better in some spots 
in Missouri than in 1930, when the 
drouth covered many states, he 
said. But in other spots, missed by 
rain, they had “burnt up.” The 
paradox of the figures—excessive 
St. Louis rainfall for the year when 
even trees are suffering from drouth 
-—was enhanced by the cloudburst. 
It made the July total 4.73 inches, 
2.98 above normal, and raised the 
total for the first seven months 
—8 year to 2.03 inches above nor-

Army Also Demands Record 
Appropriations for 1934- 
35 Fiscal Period.

TOKIO, Aug. 1—The largest na- 
val estimates in Japan’s history 
were presented to the Finance Min- 
istry today by the Navy Ministry 
for inclusion in the empire’s 1934- 
35 budget, which is now being draft- 
ed, it was learned authoritatively. 

Included are 180,000,000 yen (cur- 
rently $50,400,000) for new construc- 
tion and 75,000,000 ($21,000,000) for 
the modernization of capital ships. 
For the fiscal year beginning April 
1, 1934, the navy is demanding a 
total of 680,000,000 yen ($190,400,- 
000), exceeding by 30 per cent the 
largest previous estimates, those of 
1921-22, prior to the Washington 
conference, when Japan strained 
her resources to compete with the 
United States and Great Britain in 
the capital ships race. 

Japanese and non-Japanese au- 
thorities believed that of the three 
primary motivating influences, the 
most immediate is the Roosevelt 
administration’s navy building pro- 
gram.

machinery shall be used whenever 
practicable in projects carried on 
with money out of the $3,300,000,000 
public works fund. 

This was one of the many in- 
structions included in a new out- 
line of purposes and policies issued 
by Secretary of Interior Ickes, who 
also administers the public works 
money. 

Others were that: 

Jobs shall be equitably distrib- 
uted among unemployed qualified 
workers, 

Employment of convicts and use 
of materials produced by them is 
forbidden. 

Local labor should as far as 
practicable be gelected from lists 
of qualified workers submitted by 
local employment agencies. , 

Highly skilled or organized la- 
bor should be obtained through 
recognized trade union locals. 

A 30-hour week “so far as prac- 
ticable and feasable” should be 
established, with working time lost 
because of bad weather or un- 
avoidable delays made up in suc- 
ceeding days. 

Decent Standard of Living. 

Wages should be “just and rea- 
sonable,” “suffiicient to provide 
... a standard of living in decency 
and comfort.” 

No deductions from minimum 
wages shall be permitted on ac- 
count of goods purchased, vent or 
other obligations. 

Preference shall be given to ma- 
terials produced under codes of 
competition approved by the in- 
dustrial] administration “if prices, 
quality and quantities available 
are satisfactory .. .” 

“Projects integrated with and 
consistent with a state plan are to 
be preferred*to the isolated or in- 
consistent. Projects which can be 
started promptly are to be pre- 
ferred to fthose requiring delay.

Hindu Leader, After Delay of 30 Minutes. in 
| Which He Says Prayers, Is Escorted to 
British Prison.

AHMEDABAD, India, Aug. 1— 
Mahatma Gandhi, his wife, and 33 
followers were arrested by civil au- 
thorities today at the outset of their 
new disobedience campaign for In- 
dian independence, but their early 
release on parole was‘ considered 
probable. 

Plans to march to the village of 
Ras in Kaira district, where they 
hoped to win converts for the indi- 
vidual movement, were thwarted 
when Gandhi was arrested at the 
home of a wealthy mill owner, Seth 
Ranchooddass. The arrests were 
made under provisions of ordinary 
law, whereby the prisoners can be 
detained at the Governmént’s plea- 
sure, If a parole is broken, they 
must stand open trial. 

The followers were sleeping at the 
Ashram, or college of devotees, at 
Sabarmati, and were taken to the 
Sabarmati jail, where the leader 
also was incarcerated. 

Recently Gandhi announced he 
would disband the Ashram, which 
he called the most precious thing in 
his life, and that its 32 members, 
his wife, and secretary, Mahadev 
Desai, would march to Ras. It was 
planned that if Gandhi were arrest- 
ed, the others would continue. 

In the projected movement, indi- 
vidual acts would replace the pre- 
vious mass campaign.

Gandhi had visited the seminary 
during the night and had said fare- 
well to the disciples, among whom 
were Nila Cram Cook, an American, 
and Margaret Speigel, a German 
doctor. 
These latter two were not includ- 
ed among the prospective marchers 
and were not arrested. They plan 
te join the sanctuary at Wardha 
in Central Province, which is run 
by Gandhi's millionaire friend, Jam- 
nalal Bejaj. 
In connection with his campaign 
for Indian independence from Brit- 
ish rule, Gandhi has been in jail 
several times. Early in May he was 
released from prison at the start 
of a three-weeks’ fast in protest

Nanking Flag Again Flies

Truce — Reconstruction

PEIPING, China, Aug. 1.—Japa- 
nese troops having evacuated the 
recent war zone in North China un- 
der terms of the Tangku truce, thé 
flag of the Nanking Governmert 
flew today over all of the area 
south of the Great Wall. 

Peace preservation corps have 
been formed by Chinese authorities 
which established headquarters for 
this work yesterday at ome gre 
a city on the railroad about 

way between Tientsin and the east- 
ern end of the Great Wall. Scat- 
tered Chinese forces in the area 
have been disbanded in accordance 
with the Chinese-Japanese accord 
of Tangku. 

The separatist movement among 
Chinese residents -in the Miyus 
district north of Peiping has cok 
lapsed with the retirement of the 
Japanese military forces. : 
Peiping and Nanking officials are 
greatly encouraged over the situa- 
tion and believe that withdrawal of 
the Japanese and the cleaning up 
of the demilitarized zone by the 
Chinese has re-established peace 
and security in that part of North 
China. The attention of authorities 
now is turned from warfare to 
peace enterprises. Plans call for 
the expenditure of millions of dok 
lars in reconstruction and publiie 
welfare projects. 

Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang, the inde 
pendent Chinese war loard who 
has been organizing an anti-Japa- 
nese campaign in Chahar, remained 
as a disturbing factor for nation- 
alist authorities. The Nanking of- 
ficlals seemed to be uncertain 
whether to conciliate him or crush 
him with force.

Would Honor John F: Darby’s Memory. 


fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

INCE Mayor Dickmann has brought 
Sup the question of a new name for 
widened Market street, I feel impelled 
to submit one that seems more appro- 
priate than any so far suggested. Being 
a life-long Democrat and a thorough 

- believer in the New Deal, I am in favor 
of a more equable division of honors as 
well as a redistribution of dollars; and 
in casting about for a forgotten man 
whom we might belatedly honor in re- 
naming this street, the first one who 
comes to mind is John F. Darby. 

First elected to the office of Mayor 
in 1835, Mr. Darby immediately took 
hold of the then vexatious problem of 


‘the shifting current in the Mississippi at 


St. Louis. After persuading the Govern- 
ment to assign a competent engineer to 
that task in the person of Robert E. Lee, 
Mr. Darby then called the first railroad 
convention in Missouri. Those two acts 
started St. Louis well on the way to 
metropolitan rank. 

During that same year, he acquired 
the land for our first publi¢ park of 
any size—Lafayette. At a later date, in 
the face of much opposition, he acquired 
Washington Square, where our distinc- 
tive City Hall is now located. A friend 
of the public schools, a man of letters 
and broad human sympathies, neverthe- 
less- his name is not honored today in 
any of our streets, pjazas, parks or 
schools. The entire course of this new 
street is ground with which he was fa- 
miliar in his lifetime—from the foot of 
it, where he Janded as a boy from North 
Carolina, out past the old Chouteau 
pond, on west to the old Wesleyan and 
Rock Spring cemeteries, where so many 
of his contemporaries were buried. Darby 
drive or boulevard is a name easy to 
pronounce and remember, and carries 
more local] significance than Woodrow 
Wilson or Franklin Roosevelt boulevard.

Codes for Doctors, Lawyers, Clergymen. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

E are in an era of codes and ethi- 

cal projections. Why not make it 
universal? Thus far, we have heard 
nothing of outlines of nice practices be- 
ing sent to Gen. Johnson by the profes- 
sions. Something of the sort would be 
gladly heard of by the public at large. 
A code for doctors is needed. It should 
embody features calculated to spare bank 
balance elimination by the sick. Fre- 
quent and useless calls at high cost 
should be prohibited. Callipg in of spe- 
cialists, X-raying, laboratory work and 
unlimited dosing with drugs might be 
frowned on. 

Then @ code for the lawyers is posi- 
tively indicated, including judges. The 
schedule of practice should ban rushing 
after ambulances, enormous fees, dissi- 
pating of clients’ accumulations and sav- 
ings, misrepresentations of all sorts, fos- 
tering, stimulating and encouraging liti- 
gation. Judges would be kept from 
awarding breath-taking fees to attorneys, 
and smiling knowingly when a favored 
pleader appeals to a jury with bunk. 
Justices of the peace should be com- 
pelled to render at least one righteous 
decision out of every 20. And, yes, 
the clergy. Preachers should shorten 
sermons during the hot months. 
priests, ministers, parsons and rectors 
should advocate taxing of church prop- 
erty, to the end that budgets, national, 
city, state, county and township, may 
be balanced.

A Spanish View of F. D. R. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
fl may be of interest to you and your 

readers to know how the special rep- 
resentative at the London economic con- 
ference of La it, Sonam of Barcelona, 
| Spain, one of the dutstanding newspapers 
of Europe, commented upon President 
Roosevelt's message to that parley with 
reference to dollar stabilization. 

After summing up the main points of 
the President’s message, the Spanish 
aewspaper man continues: 

In fact, Roosevelt's attitude is that 
of all of the countries, and even of 
those which conceal it with greater in- 
ternationalist oratory. There is not one 
country. which is willing to accept, in 
the name of the common good, any 
agreement which may be contrary to 
its own particular interests. But the 
fundamental] difference between the 
position of Roosevelt and that of the 
representatives of the rest of the coun- 
tries lies in the fact that Roosevelt at 
present seems to be the only leader of a 
nation who knows what he wants, and 
where he is going, the only one who 
knows his business. 

It is an undeniable fact—the statis-

Asked 
to increase the minimum price of milk from 6% to 10 
cents, thus giving the prodacer a fairer price for his 
product, the association announces its intention to 
resist in court this attempt upon the part of the 
Agricultural Department to say either what it shall 
pay the farmer for milk or what it shall charge the 
consumer. ; 

Walter C. Teagle is president of the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. Last winter, Mr. Teagle was 
chairman of the national share-the-work movement, 
Writing to the New York Times, he said: 

By and large, the working class, though with 
less margin to spare, has not suffered dispropor- 
tionately with those having incomes from capi- 
tal. . .. If we.do not pool the available work 
and ration it out as equitably as possible, what 
other means can we take to avoid a situation in 
which perbaps three-quarters of the population 
have all the work and earnings, while the other 
one-fourth faces actual want? 

The Recovery Act provides an obvious means of 
averting such a situation. We are glad to observe 
that Mr. Teagle,’ who was earlier reported in dis- 
agreement with his senior vice-president as to the 
part Standard Oi] should play in the recovery pro 
gram, disclaims dissent from it. [f the younger John 
D. Rockefeller is responsible for this clarification, as 
it is reported he is, the country has him fo thank. 
Nor is it the first time it has had him to thank. He 
threw his weight upon the side of public decency 
when Col. Robert W. Stewart was deposed from the 
presidency of the Standard Oil of Indiana. 

The position of Standard Oil in the-—current in- 
stance is important. One of the largest of our cor- 
porate interests, it can, if it will, exert tremen- 
dous influence in the making of a new industrial 
policy for the United States. Among other things, 
the Recovery Act proposes to limit the profits of 
industry, which have been one of the major causes of 
the emergency. It proposes to give labor a fairer 
portion of that wealth which was formerly handed 
out in excess dividends and bonuses. 

The Standard Oil group of companies was conspic- 
uous among those who thoughtlessly abetted the con- 
centration of wealth in the hands of a few people 
while over-production was setting the stage for the 
depression and its consequent unemployment. They 
evon accelerated this inequality after the depression 
began. According to the Financial Chronicle, their 
average dividend distribution for the 12 pre-depres- 
sion years was $190,000,000, whereas in the first three 
years of the depression. it rose to $230,000,000. 

We agree with Mr. Teagle that dividends are a fair 
corollary of industry. If it were not so, capital 
could not be interested in industry. We do not be- 
lieve that dividends should take precedence over the 
purchasing power of the masses. To let them do so 
is what collapses the national economy. We have 
complained of the same practice in the Steel Cor- 
poration, as we have complained of it elsewhere. 
This is not to say that dividends are not. essential 
to the livelihoods of many people; it is to say that in 
an equitable economy they should not be abnormal. 
It was when we permitted dividends to outstrip 
wages that we sowed the dragon’s teeth. In her 
statement at Washington yesterday during the hear- 
ing upon the steel code, Secretary Perkins told how 
far this was carried in that great industry. Accord- 
ing to Bureau of Census figures, the wages of blast 
furnace workers, as compared with the value added 
by manufacture, declined from 43 per cent of the 
value in 1914 to 26 per cent in 1929. In steel works 
and rolling mills, the ratio of wages to value added 
by manufacture was 57 per cent in 1914 and again 
in 1923, but in 1929 it had dropped to 47 per cent. 
Four-fifths of this decline took place in the two-year 
period 1927-29. During these two years, the value 
added increased by over $370,000,000, while wages 
rose only $88,000,000. 

What good does it do to persist in such a policy 
when business itself is at last undone by it? It 
results inevitably in haranguing the dividend-taker 
for money with which to feed the hungry. Approxi- 
mately 50,000 milk producers in Northern Illinois 
are at the mercy of the distributer. If they cannot 
get a fair price for their milk, their fortunes are 
reflected upon all other business in that part of the 
State. It is so everywhere. The prosperous farmer 
is one of the mainstays of the national economy, as 
the peasant is one of the primary causes of depres- 
sion. Mr. Teagle himself, like almost every other in- 
dustrialist, was among those enlisted in the various 
movements to relieve the unemployed. It would 
indeed be disheartening to find him now in opposition 
to a fundamental move, the most important ever made 
in any industrial civilization, to prevent unemploy- 
ment and stabilize indidstry. We are happy to have 
him say he is not. 

In such a fight as the Government is making to 
bring the country back upon a more equitable and 
therefore more enduring basis, the Standard Oil com- 
panies should be exemplars. If the war upon depres 
sion fails, it will be because of the powerful opposi- 
tion to’ it from exactly such quarters. We ask 
the rebellious milk distributers of Northern Illinois 
to think it over. Have we or have we not learned 
anything in almost four years of industrial halting 
amounting at times almost to collapse? If we have 


learned anything, what is it? 
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METAMORPHOSIS OF MR. VILLARD.

Few members of the legal profession in St. Louis 
gave so much of their thought and strength to the im- 
provement of their profession as the late E. M. Gross- 
man gave. In so doing, he ennobled the law and dig-

Born in Austria, Mr. Grossman came to America at 
an early age and made an enviable place for himself 
in his adopted land. He was one of the most active 
of the alumni of Harvard, and was president of the 
Associated Harvard Clubs two years ago, when they 
held their annual meeting in St. Louis. 
Mr. Grossman was allied with some of the foremost 
social and cultural influences in the city, and he left 
a rich legacy of public spiritedness. The humanities 
reached in him a height which reflects itself in many 
of the legal safeguards thrown around the unfortu- 
nate. St. Louis loses in his passing a man of great 
personal charm and fine accomplishments. By force 
of example and character, he became what few be- 
come, a public asset.

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SUGGESTION TO THE ST. LOUIS BAR. 
Well-designed historical markers make any com- 
munity more interesting, both to those who reside in 
it and to its visitors.

Kidnaping, Racketeering, Bootlegging 


IDNAPING, racketeering and bootleg- 
K ging differ from ordinary crimes of pas- 

sion and violence in that the criminals 
operate with the assistance of the public and 
with the connivance of the authorities. They 
constitute, therefore, a fairly distinct cate- 
gory of crime, and a peculiarly dangerous 
one, in that these crimes tend to be well or- 
ganized, well financed and well protected. 
The ordinary criminal works with the 
knowledge that every man’s hand is against 
him. The bootlegger, the racketeer and the 
kidnaper have allies among the innocent 
and respectable. . 

The attack upon these forms of crime is 
not, therefore, merely a matter of makifig 
detection more certain and punishment more 
swift. Nor is it, in any short-term view of 
the problem, a miktter of dealing with the 
poisoned heredity, the early maladjustments 
and the corrupting environment by which 
criminal tendencies are fixed. These organ- 
ized crimes are the products of a bad politi- 
cal and social organization ahd of bad pub- 
lic policy. 

The most obvious example is, of course, 
bootlegging. Here is a vast industry, cre- 
ated by constitutional act, run by statutory 
outlaws and patronized by a very great part 
of respectable society. It is doubtful wheth- 
er there has ever béen in any modern 
civilize@ state such a vast alliance of the 
respectable and the law-breaking as we have 


-~under the eighteenth amendment. For as 


that law has worked, most of us, tneluding 
judges and policemen and preachers and 
professors and editors, old gentlemen, 
schoolboys, dowagers and young girls, have 
been the customers and the patrons of Al 
Capone and Jack Diamond and their like. 
This has meant that the force of opinion 
has been exerted to protect thé Al Capones 
in their main business of law-breaRing. 
’ s * * 

The source of racketeering is less obvious 
to many persons, but in the main it, too, is 
the product of a false conception of public 
policy. The chief organized rackets derive 
éeither from cutthroat competition in or- 
ganized little industries or from lack of a 
strong organized system of collective bar- 
gaining for labor. The fetish of competi- 
tion, and the laws against combination, have 
produced the racketeering trade association, 
in which employers pay tribute to gangsters 
and get in return not only protection against 


the violence of the gangsters but against the § 


competition of new employers in the same 
line of business. That is why it is so hard 
to persuade business men to testify against 
racketeers. In part they are terrorized and 
in part they are loath to give up the ad- 
vantage of combination. ' 

The union side of racketeering is the prod- 
uct, on the other hand, of the long resist- 


liquor. Repeal will not, of course, solve the 
liquor problem. It will take more than re- 
peal to do that. But it will solve the prob- 
lem of crime as it arises from bootlegging. 
It will cut off the largest source of money 
which has ever gone to finance the under- 
world. 

Against racketeering, the policy_embodied 
in the Recovery, Act is the most promising 
that has ever been proposed. That act, if it 
is as wisely administered as it is well con- 
ceived, can be used to reorganize the dis- 
orderly, diseased, over-competitive, irre- 


‘sponsible industries in which racketeering 


flourishes. It can organize them, standard- 
ize them and develop means of protection 
under the Jaw, thus depriving the racketeer 
of that justification for his existence which 
today keeps him from being treated as a 
wholly predatory criminal. . 
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In this category, the most difficult crime 
to deal with is kidnaping, because the vic- 
tim is so helpless. There can be little doubt 
that kiunaping would cease if the family 
and friends of the victim could be prevented 
from paying the ransom. But who has the 
heart to say that the Lindbérghs should not 
have tried to ransom their baby or Mr. 
O’Connell his son? Who, if he were the vic- 
tim, would be brave enough to say: “Do not 
ransom me”? What jury would convict a 
father from “compounding a felony” by ran- 
soming his child? 

Yet there is no doubt that the kidnapers 
flourish just because they know the families 
will pay and that the public authorities will 
stand aside and give them a good chance to 
escape with the ransom. That is what makes 
the problem so poighant. There is no diffi- 
culty about arousing public sentimént for 
inflicting the death penalty on kidnapers. 
But first you have to cateh the kidnaper, 
and how are you going to do that if the 
police have to stand aside while thé family 
pays the ransom and meets the kidnaper’s 
terms? 

The question is whether the Ameérican 
people are Spartan enough to enact and en- 
force laws which forbid private dealings 
with kidnapers, and therefore make kidnap- 
ing unprofitable. It seems the right and 
the necessary thing to do, but it has the un- 
comfortable quality of being brave at some- 
one else’s expense.

Shortly after the bounty was an- 
nounced, grain prices began to soar. 
Wheat is now around $1 a bushel, 
has been higher, is expected to do 
better than the present price level. 
As a result, there is talk of aban- 
doning the processers’ tax, on the 
ground that it would boost the 
price of bread. 

But even if the tax is dropped, 
the Government is pledged to pay 
the growers 30 cents a _ bushel 
bounty.

ITH everything in its make-up 
box from the vociferous com- 
edy of the burlesque schools 
and on through melodrama and the 
sree of Old Glory, “My Mary- 
land,” the Sigmund Romberg-Dor- 
othy Donnelly music romance of the 
Civil War was revived by the Mu- 
nicipal Opera Company in Forest 
Park last night and was received 
by the opening evening crowd with 
more enthusiasm than any previous 
offering of the seacon. The music, 
built up largely upon a firm foun- 
dation of popular Southern airs by 
the clever Romberg, is light and 
pretty and the story is good, if 
somewhat dated, theater. The cast, 
too, is excellent, with practically all 
of the Park favorites except Allan 
Jones and Jack Sheehan having 
parts to play, and the story itself, 
laid mostly in the little town of 
Frederick, Maryland, in 1862, lends 
itself to some beautiful scenic ef- 
fects and a wealth of charming cos- 
tumes so that, all in all, the old 
play will probably stand out as one 
of the big successes of the summer. 

“My Maryland” was taken, rather 
sketchily, from Whittier’s poem, 
“Barbara Frietchie,” but, for dra- 
matic purposes, Barbara has been 
moved back from a gray-haired old 
woman — you remember, “Who 
touches a hair of yon gray head”—~ 
to a lovely Southern girl with a 
sweetheart in the Northern army. 
She gets out her flag and flies it 
from the balcony of her home as 
Stonewall Jackson and his army 
goes marching by, but it is more &s 
a tribute to her blue-coated lover 
than the gesture of patriotism de- 
scribed by Whittier. 

Marion Claire is the Barbara 
Frietchie, and a most delightful 
one, while Leonard Ceeley, with a 
growing inclination to show more 
and more of his back teeth as the 
season progresses, is the Capt. Will 
Trumbull, U. S. A, who loves and 
wins the Southern beauty despite 
the opposition of a large part of 
the Frederick territory. Both Miss 
Claire and Mr. Ceeley sang their 
roles splendidly last night and Clif- 
ford Newdahl did equally as well as 
a sympathetic Southern army sur- 
geon, but, once more, the acting 
honors of the occasion went to Jo- 
seph Macaulay in the dramatic 
role of a Confederate soldier who 


goes mad when he loses her to the 
invading officer. Others of more 
or less importance—and each of 
them did fine work in the perform- 
ance which moved smoothly to the 
stirring climax—to the story were 
Doris Patston, Nancy McCord and
